such a statement to Locher.

DeWittody, special agent of the de­ 
partment of justice, who

trailing Ritter for a year, swore to 
the w arrant served on the chemist.

bomb plots. 
R itte r admits lie invented the orig­ 
inal “ liquid fire.’’ 
This is part of the statement Loch­ 
er is alleged to have obtained from 
Ritter. 
“ Two men, high in official life, came 
to me and proposed that my liquid 
fire be used to sprinkle on President 
Wilson and Secretary of W a r G a r­ 
rison. 
“ ‘N o !,’ I exclaimed. 
That would 
be terrible. 
I ’ll never do it. 
“ ‘W ell,’ said the two men, ‘Let us 
not talk about it.’ ” 
This question was then asked Rit- 
l< r. 
“ W h y wasn’t it proposed to shoot 
the president?” 
“ The men said shooting would mean 
arrest. 
W ith liquid fire you shoot it 
from a rubber ball on a person’s 
clothes and go away. 
In a few min­ 
utes, poof! the liquid fire flames.” 
This alleged record was ordered by 
D eW ittody who is to forward it to 
Washington.

men. 
About 4000 of these heaters 
already have been shipped to the Bel­ 
gian trenches. 
Trench pumps will dry out flooded 
trendies. Trench kitchens and trench 
cooking supplies also will he in evi­ 
dence. 
The frozen feet, rheumatism, 
ague and fevers tha t sent thousands 
of men from the trendies to hospitals 
a year ago will thus he avoided. 
Every fourth woman in Britain be­ 
longs to some relief society, most of

and French allies.
